Totheethat ſcorncſt and mockelt at ſuch as ſerue the 
Lorde in finceritic of hcart ; If a man ſhould call thee 
villaine and foole, thou wouldeſt bee angrie : butthe 
holy man /#b ayes thou art(o: andall ſuch as thouarrt, 
Ot all che markes of a caſt-away, one of themis to bee 
tainted with the finac of ſcorning ata godlie man, for 
hisferuice to God.

Thirdly, 
he may goe farre inrepentance: to! he may conteſle his 
finnes,he may tecle prickes in his conſcience, he e may 
haycatorrow ia his heart for them, he may weepe and 
ſhed tearcs for them, yea, bee may promule to amend, 
yea, make ſome latistation for wrongs done , yer be 
farre trom ſaluation. Fourthly,he may goe farre in out- 
ward ſhew of an holy litez he may be aiuſt dealer, an 
ordinarie gocr to the Church,a good pay-mailter,a re- 
lecuer of the poore, a bountifull houlckeeper : yetin 
the end for all theſe you may goe to hell, 

Arcaſon of this dotrine, that hypocrites can goe 
ſo farre in theſe, is, becauſe it plcaſeth him verie well to 
make a faire ſhew, for that viually they be grounded 

" vpon worldly cauſes, that likes him well , as praiſe of 
men, or pleaſure, or profit aod gaine : and the diuell 
will be readie toflatter hun, periwading him he muſt 
needes be ſaued : for that there be many thathope of 
faluation that come ſhort of his eſtate. 

Now let vs (ce what vie we are ro make of this duty. 
And firſt, it tracheth vs nottocontent our ſelucs with 
outward (hewes,nor inward mations,vnlcilc they pro- 
£ced from the ſpirit of ſanRifcation. And that this 
may be the more profitable to vs, I will bandle two 
things: The firſt,to ſer ſome differences betweepe ſuch 

as may haue the foure former gifts, yet notbe ſanRifi- 

ed vato them. Secondly,to ſet downe foure ani 
graces, which ao reprobate can atigine v pr the 
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fi : 1. You haue heard how he may becalled, and 
what therein he way performe : but here he tailes, he 
cannot yeeld willing obedience toallthe — 
ments of God, his calling is #ot eficQuall to worke 
loucto all, an obedience toall, be will cilpence with 
ſome, 

Sccondly,you heard how farre he may goe in faith: 
But the ele& goe not only fo far, but they goe furtker, 
which be wanteth, and that is, an aſſured perſwafion 
in hisheart, tha: the promiſes ofthe Golpell, ſpecially 
doe belong to him; and that Chriſt died forhim zand 
be 2pplics him, with all the benefirs of his paſſion to 
him: « and tO his faluation, This is not taſting of Chriſt 
20d his merits, bur it is teeding on them, and ſoare 
nouriſhed to faluation. 

[hirdly, you heard how farre they may goe inre- 
pentance : butthey want the pith and the marrowe 


of true repentance , and they faile, ſpeciallic in three 


things.

The thirdis, they failein the time. The time of an 
bypacrites i for a fit, likr a morning deaw. For when 
God remoovues his puniſhment from them, they pre- 
ſently remooue their repentance from bi : bur the 
time of the other is daily and continuecth : yea every 
day, they make it a day of repentance : And as they 
doe renew their linnes, ſo doe they renew their re- 

tance. 

Fourthly,you heard how farre the hypocrite might 
gocin outward ſhew of landitie and holineſle of hte : 
But the elet contents nor himſclfe with ourward 
ſhewes ro men ybut labours and ſtrives, that his ſecree 
aRions may be alwell approoued vnto God, as his aut- 
ward ations with men. And thereupon is as fearctult 
to commit (inne in ſecret as openly ; yea, as fearefull 
to commit fiane in his ſecret cloſer as in the open mar- 
ket place.

So is it with 
Gods children, though their Father chaſtiſe them with 
heautec and bitter aifliQtians, yetthey runtotheir Father 
with this per{wakion , that though tbey have failed in 
the dutic ofa Sonne, yet he cannot faile in the affection 
of a Father. Contrarie to this the hypocrite vad vnre-. 
generat man, vnder Gods heauic hand vpon him,or his 
wife,children,goods,&c. he runnes from God, flceing 
from him as trome Tyrant, and berakes him to his mo- 
ney,friends, ſports, and merry companions;yea,go wit- 
ches,coniurers, wizards,or any valawtullcourſe,if they 
hauc hope of rehiete. ..

—— more. Thisis prooued to vs by the Prophet Danid, in 
Plug5.7.4 one of the Plalmes, wherehee exaarts the people,that 
they willtake and accept, ot thetimethe Lorde offers 
them, leſt it come to paſſe by their contempr, and refu» 
ſingthe time ofgracegthe Lord caſt them off,and reieR 
them. I denie not,burthat in rcſpeR of vs,cil God have 
ns hope; but in reſpe@ of Gods 
lecree 53: the time of Gods mercie may bee out, 
euen during this life: therefore when mercie us offered, 
wee mult take heeed wee wilfullic contemne it not, leſt- 
wee proucke the Lord to be gone, and witerly reieR v3. 
Qacof the fearefulleſt igtes of a caft-away is, to delay 
and pucoffihe Lordes gratious offer of mezcie, us oy 
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to pray to the Lord for him, he put it offtill thenexr 
morrow , {© hee that hath the graces and mercics of 
God offered to him to Cay, and purs them off from his 
youth to his age, and from his old dates to his death- 
bed, may iuſtly teare an viter reieion,cuen then when 
he hopes of moſt comfort.
